Regulus, who from a new will 
expetted that ſomething might probably accrue to himiſelf, 
eſpecially as he had lately taken great pains to inſinuate 
himſelf into Blæſus's good graces, was perpetually en- 
treating, and beſeeching, the phyſicians, that they would 
find out ſome means to prolong the life of ſo dear a wan; 
but as ſoon as the new will was executed, he altered his 
countenance, and ſpoke in another ſtrain to the fame phy- 
ſicians. How long, ſays he, will you torment this miſerable 
mortal ? Why will you hinder him from dying, when your who 
art cannot preſerve his life? Blæſus dies, and, as if he had 
overheard Regulus, did not leave him a mite. 

Two ſtories ſurely are enough, unleſs, by the ſcholaſtic 
rule, you inſiſt upon a third.

But Aurelia 
is alive and well: though he forced her to act towards 
him, as if ſhe had been at the point of death : and he thus 
catches at inheritances and legacies, as if he deſerved them. 

But why do I ſtay any longer in a city, where knavery 
and falſehood meet with far greater rewards, than either 
modeſty or virtue? Look at Regulus, who, from a poor 
mean creature, has raiſed himſelf by his villanies, to a 
molt plentiful fortune; that, as he told me himſelf, he 
conſulted his ſtars once, to know how ſoon he ſhould be 
worth * fix thouſand great ſeſterces, and he found, by 
the ſacrifices, the entrails of which were double, that he 
ſhould be worth twice that ſum.

participent. Some, indeed, enjoy the blefling 
ſooner than orhers ; but thoſe generally lofe 
the welcome viſitants, at a more early period of 
the ſeaſon ; fo that there is no reaſon to com- 
plain of any partiality in the bountiful Wipes | 
lation of Providence. 

| In treating upon their ebenes, Iv chieflp 
allude to their noble herrmg ſiſhery, being the 
only one, yet eſtabliſhed in the iſle, that is be- 
come an export article; an article of beneſi- 
cial commerce. The precurſors of thoſe im- 
menſe ſhoals (which antually leave the frigid 
regions of the north) driven from their native 
ſhores, by the inſtinRive impulſe of indulgent 
Providence, to ſeek natrition in more ſouthern 
ones, where they are kindly intended to be- 
come a valuable article of food ta millions vf 
the human ſpecies, firſt make their appearance 
about the ſhores of this ifland, particularly 

about the bay of Port Iron, on the weſtern 
ide; where the firſt ſtraggling viſitants are 
VOL, 11.

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taken; and are they, found ſo very rich und 
melting, as to be unfit for curing in the drying 
houſes : therefore become a noble treat; forthe 
natives and ſojourners, who (for a ſhort time) 
pampex their, appetites-with the delicious; ſa- 
voury dainty, with unreſtrained. indulgence, 
Every thing then ſeen, touched, talked of, or 
ſcented, in this place, is herring. - Strangers 
ſoon become ſatiated, but the natives are never 
ſurfeited with the delicious treat: ſo ſtrong 
and natural an attachment ſubſiſting betwixt a 
Manks ſiomach and the herring hago. 
Wuxy the grand ſhoals arrive in the weſtern 
channel, their firſt ſtation, or reſting place, 
after a voyage of ſo many thouſand miles, is 
generally near the Calf of Man. ' When the 
bappy intelligence is announced, all is life, 
baſtle, and induſtry, throughout every cornet 
of the iſland. Every face wears the appear- 
ance of buſineſs, and every countenance is 
brightened and: cheered with the joyous and 
anxious expectation of a good. ſea harveſt. 
Ina occaſionally noticed the mode of 
_ curing and drying the herrings ; I ſhall theres 
fore now advert to the export bufineſs. of their 
valuable property. 

Evzxy principal herring macht has ei- 
ther veſſels of his own, or ſome hired for the 


trip, Ying ready to take in a, cargo, as ſoon as 4 
ſufficient

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ſufficient number of barrels can be got ready 
to make it up ; every one being moſt anxious; 
to have the firft chance at an Italian market of 
conſequence; as Venice, Florence, Leghorn, 
Cenoa, or perhaps Palermo in Sicily; where 
they are certain to meet with a ready ale, and 
an extra price, if firſt there. a 
Tun Manks herrings are held in io 
a all the Mediterranean ports. When they 
have finiſhed their diſcharge, they begin to take 
in part of their home ward freights, at the ſame 
places; and complete their cargoes (at ſome of 
the Portugueſe, Spaniſh, or French ports) with 
wines, fruits, and other valuable articles,. to 
be delivered at the ports of London, Briſtol, 
Liverpool, &c. except what is reſerved for 
home conſumption. Many thouſand barrels of 
white, or pickled, herrings are alſo ſent every 
year, to different places in England, which 
bring in very conſiderable profit to the owners. 
I Have before obſerved, that herrings con- 
ſlitute the chief article of food, with the na- 
tives ; thoſe, and potatoes, perhaps the beſt in 
all Europe, are the ole articles of food to be 
depended on, by three fourths of all the labour- 
ing people belonging to the'"iſland; and, poſ- 
ſeſſed of a ſufficiency of thoſe neceſſaries, they 
"bleſs their ſtars, and think them luxury.“ Very 
properly, therefore, do they uſe, in all their 
VOL, 11.

Ahe note, at the cloſe of yeſterday's journal,

Some ſeem to contract it too much, and ſome 
extend 
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extend it too long: but I find none to have 
erred ſo much as the Scots, from whom, in all 
probability, we have reaſon to have expected 
the trueſt information. But they ſay the iſland 
of Man is only twenty-four miles long, and 
eighteen broad; and are miſtaken in both: 
for thereby they ſhould make (within a fourth 


part) the iſland to be as broad as long ; whereas 


later dimenſions have found. it to be far other- 
wiſe ; for the length exceedeth three times the 
breadth ; all agreeing the form of the * 
to be long and narrow. 
„ Tuosz that have beſt, informed us are 
Camden, P. Heylin, Arthur Hopton, and John 
Speed ; for I found the Mankſmens relation 


to agree with them, That from Cranſton village, 


in the north, unto the Mull hills in the ſouth, 


it ſtretches itſelf in length about twenty-eight, 


or twenty nine mules, if not thirty. In breadth, 
fom Douglas-point to Peel-town, the diſtance 
v ſcarce nine miles; for the Mankſmen ac- 
count the diſtance betwixt thoſe two towns to 
be only eight miles. More northward the 
land is ſomewhat, broader; yet not fully of 
Mr. Camden's, account, who will have the 
land there to be fifteen miles broad. Much 
more 1s Mr, well miſtaken, who maketh, 


lhe iſland we ightren wile broad. 
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Nov, ſuppoſe a medium to he choſen by 
the middle, betwixt eight, which is the leaſt, and 
eighteen, which is the greateſt; wherein I vill 
take as little as cannot be denied, which is twelve; 
now multiply twenty-nine, which is agreed by 
all for the length, by twelve, which I ſuppoſe 
the breadth, and they make only eighty=ſever 


ſquare miles in the iſland. The whole circum, 


ference, by J. Speed, is eighty-two miles; by 
Arthur Hopton, ninety one.— will not contend 
with either. As little concordancy do I find a- 
mongſt geographers, or hiſtoriographers, touch - 
ing the elevation of the ꝓole; John Speed not 
mentioning any at all. Mercator; in his Atlas, 
faith the Iſle of Man ſtandeth in fifteen degrees 
of longitude, and fifty-five, or ſix, of latitude'; 
William Harriſon gives fixteen degrees of 
longitude, and forty minutes in latitude ; fifty- 
three degrees and thirty minutes. HeRor 
Boetius, omitting the longitude, faith that in 
latitude it ſtands in about fifty-ſeven degrees. 
John Tap, in his Seaman's Calendar, (and Tho- 
mas Steme's correction) placeth Man in nine- 
teen degrees of England, and in thirty-four 
degrees and fifty-onie minutes of latitude : the 
former counting every one degree fixty miles, 


although that Hector Boetius reckoneth to 
every degree ſixty two miles and a half. 


© Cox cERNN the ſituation 9 
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of Man, I have nat faith enough to aſſent to 
Palidore Virgil,. who affirmeth for truth 2 
ſtrange wonder 3 ſee, (faith he) what:tune can 
© do. This. iſland of Man is now: remoted 
from the land, twenty-five miles ſpace, which 
© in old time was, ſcarce one mile diſtant from 
© Angelſea, and. joined unto, Wales.” But. 1 
obſerve as great (if not greater) abſurdity in 
Hector Boetius, who (in his hiſtory of Scots 
land) maketh no diſtinction at all, between the 
two iſlands of Man and Angelſey but ſeemeth 
to ſeat them not only to be contiguous, but con- 
tinuous one unto the other. For in all his 
biſtory, being miſled, by Tacitus, (I ſuppaſe) 
he nameth them both by the only name of Mo- 
na; not once naming Angelſey alone, by any 
name, in any part of that work. And whatever 
Julius Paulus Agricola, in the name of Veſpaſi- 
an, or any of the Romans, acted in Angleſey, 
be confidently averreth to be done in his _ 
which he always calleth Man. | ; 

*PAU1L,u;8:]ov1vsſuppoleth theſe 0 
iſlands to have been joined together, and fo to 
the continent of England; but cut off by the 
working of the waves of the ocean, as Sicily;

However, at this day, it is far ſeated 
in the main ſea, at.leaſt twenty-five miles from 
any part of England, or Wales.

Wazn I got upon the high ground, bre 
the town, I was ſoon convinced, that there was 
a much finer verdure upon the ground, than in 
the iſland J had juſt left. The crops of wheat 
were much more luxuriant too; but the fields 
of oats, ſown in the late very dry weather, were 
much the ſame in both countries; very promi- 
ing, notwithſtanding the great lack of moiſture. 
But that lack will, I truſt, be ſoon cured by a 
mild, dropping ſky ; which this day gives a 
pleaſing earneſt of, from the fall of ſome gentle 
ſhowers, a very perceptible melioration in the, 
atmoſphere, and a change of the wind again,

In crofling the warm vale of Egremont, and 
likewiſe about Calder-Bridge, I found foliation 
n a much forwarder ſtate than I left it in the 
iſland, or noticed it about Whitehaven..

To prevent ſuch'a "ſhameful abuſe of power, hob the 
future; to ſhe his juſt abhorrence of ſuch an iniquitous 
mode of procedure; under the ſanction of authority; and 
to quiet and paeify the minds of his ſubjetts, the Prince

Tuis ordinance, ſo much in favour of the people, cer- 
tainly liad the foundation for a happy liberation from 
hard oppreſſion, cruel violence, and a frequent, wanton 
exertion of prerogative; which hitherto too much pre- 
vailed; and was alſo the pleaſing fore · runner of that 
qual diſtribution, of public quſtice, which the maſs of 
the people, from that time, happily experienced under the 
mild and gracious government of ſo many Princes in 
lucce ſſion, deſcended from the noble houſe of Derby. 

As the 'acerbity of governance, in ſo material a point, 
was thus happily and graciouſly curbed, and in a great 
meaſure deprived. of its envenomed ſting; and the ſpirit 
of the conſtitution was undergoing. a gradual melioration 
from the candour, moderation, and good ſenſe of the ru- 
ling powers z moſt of the ſubſequent ſtatutes and ordinan- 
ces will (of courſe) chiefly reſpett the internal police of 
the iſland ; and though many of them contain very {enfi- 
ble and wholeſome regulations; yet they would neither
